Madison — The state assembly 


this noon in effect killed the plan 
for a Wolf river reservoir at Lily 
to control the flow in Wolf and 
Fox rivers by adopting an amend- 
ment by Assemblyman Mark Cat- 
lin, Appleton, which restricts loca- 
tion of the proposed dam to a site 
on the Wolf below the Indian re- 
servation. 


Catlin's amendment will limit the 


reservoir to the Leeman site which 
has been declared to be the only 
feasible location below the reserva- 
tion. The vote was 48 to 39. Al- 
though a reconsideration motion 
is pending, it was considered doubt- 
ful that the original plan1 will sur- 
vive. 


The promoters of the project in- 


cluding the Wolf River Reservoir 
company and Fox river valley in- 
dustrialists have opposed the Eee- 
-roan site as impractical because of 
the expense it would involve The 
original Lily site in Langlade coun- 
ty includes cheap cutover land al- 
ready owned or controlled by the 
company, while at Leeman more 
expensive farm land will have to 
be purchased. 


Charles Seaborne of the Tail- 


many Pulp and Paper company, 
Kaukauna, recently told a legisla- 
tive committee that a reservoir*" at 
Legman would cost more than the 
potential benefits warrant. 
"Better Site" 


Catlin said that the Leeman site 


is a better one because at that 
point 4-5 of the flow of the Wolf 
river is available, because it is 
only 35 miles from the area to be 
benefitted—the lower Fox river— 
and because it would not endanger 
the natural beauties of the Wolf 
farther upstream. 


The Otlin amendment also will 


prohibit the damming of any of 
the Wolf tributaries as the orig- 
inal bill would have permitted the 
company to do. Assemblyman Pet-'. 
erson of Berlin, Republican floor- 
leader, supported the original bin 
and fought Catlin's amendment He 
showed samples of Fox river wa- 
ter sent to him by Mayor Nelson of 
Kaukauna which, he said, proved 
that some action is necessary to 
clean up the Fox river. He said that 
fur farmers and furriers in his own 
district have complained 
of 
the 


floods which damaged their busi- 
ness in the Lake Poygan 
area 


which is affected by the Wolf and 
that they are supporting the resef- 
voir plan. 


Assemblyman Schlabach of La- 


Crosse supported Catlin in deny- 
ing that the reservoir would affect 
the Wolf river flood control. 


Assemblyman Gantter of Kaukau- 


na conceded that a dam would have 
to be built on the Embarrass riv- 
er to control floods at New London. 


Schlabach. who is a Republican,

"Nothing is lost through peace," 


all is lost through war." 


Pope Pius spoke in Italian from 


his summer palace in the Albaa 
hills.

tained a note of urgency throughout 
the eight-minute speech. 


Translations in English, French. 


German and Polish were broadcast 
by the Vatican radio station im- 
mediately after the pope had fin- 
ished speaking.

to preserve our accomplishments even 
longer than the blighting effects of ero- 
sion can be stayed from destroying the 
great faces he has chiseled on the moun- 
tainside. 


Ambition is a marvelous thing. And 


who would prevent if they 
could the 


soaring flights of men's 
imaginations? 


But the Sphinx that has existed only a 
few thousand years and which was prob- 
ably erected by some ancient Coptic Borg- 
lum is unable to tell us its parentage or 
really what it means. And those other 
great caverns hewn out,, of the rock in 
Egypt or constructed by'great blocks of 
granite carried many miles by thousands 
of slaves in a manner we cannot even 
understand and could not repeat, are all 
devoid of those messages the puny but 
ambitious and imaginative men of that 
ancient day were preparing just for us. 


The final echos have not yet receded 


from all those blaring comments that at- 
tended the burial of the Time Capsule 
at Flushing Meadows a short time ago, 
another step taken to acquaint succeeding 
generations with our marvelous and mir- 
' aculous efforts; and down in Arkansas 
there is the base for that obelisk that Coin 
Harvey was going to build for the rec- 
ords to acquaint the bright new world 
with all the diseases of the old one. Mr. 
Harvey considered the old world diseased 
because it hadn't adopted his theory of 
silver coinage. But after he was no more 
Mr. Roosevelt took up that theory which 
made the obelisk unnecessary since the 
world has become so improved and all its 
corners 
brightened by the astonishing 


success of the new financial principle. The 
monument may be said to reside in tBe 
hearts of men. 


But all these intense efforts to pre- 


serve our story are somehow to our credit 
As to individual acts or policies we some- 
times feel ashamed but in respect to the 
progress of the race as a whole we have 
the right to feel proud.

Personal Health Talks

NATURAL AND BALANCED 
According to an item in a cur- 


rent popular magazine one of the 
fifty thousand doctors in the coun- 
try who would rather write than 
practice has lately enunciated, in a" 
paper read bafore a scientific asso- 
ciation, a principle which I have 
many times set forth, namely, that 
if your diet is "well balanced" you 
will be satisfied with a smaller total 
intake of food. 


Just what "well balanced" diet 


means, as we understand it today, 
is not only fair proportions of pro- 
tein, fat and carbohydrate material 
but also adequate proportions of 
mineral salts and the essential vi- 
tamins This was not made clear in 
the magazine interpretation of the 
doctor's essay. Rather the imbal- 
ance was ascribed to the fact that 
"people who can afford to eat well 
eat 
unwisely, taking enormous 


quantities of oils, sugars and refin- 
ed starches into their over-worked 
digestive engines." 


It is my belief that the imbalance 


lies not so much in such overindul- 
gence in delectables as in the pov- 
erty of such items in minerals and 
vitamins—which are removed or 
destroyed by the refining, preserv- 
ing and cooking t>rocesses such 
foods undergo before they come to 
the table 


This concept is strengthened by 


the observation that people who 
have long been accustomed to eat- 
ing too heartily of the refined su- 
ears and starches or dishes made of 
them, commonly experience a no- 
ticeable decrease In their desire and 
caoacity for such surplus 
food 


within a month or two after they 
begin supplementing their daily 
diet with adequate rations of the 
essential vitamins. So it Is logical to 
assume that this desire and caoaci- 
ty for excessive amounts of refined 
sugars and starches is due to an in- 
stinctive demand for minerals and 
vitamins, which leads one to eat 
more food—and the refined starches

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Story of Eleazer Williams Is 


JEWELL NICHOLS 


The For river valley • which 


•cboed so often to the aonct of the 
French voyacuer* has buried in its 
boBjph a truly French romance, .a 
mjirtery entirely unsolved to this 
day, that of the Methodist preacher, 
Eleazar Williams 


Williams came'west with * group 


of Oneida Indians as their pastor. 
His birth and early.childhood were 
enveloped in. mystery. His traits of 
character and his impressive per- 
sonality and bearing set him apart, 
from his fellows and gave him that 
touch of romance which followed 
him all his life and gave consider- 
able color to the rumors about his 
origin. In Wisconsin he married a 
Menominee Indian girl who re- 
ceived from her people a large tract 
of land for a wedding present 
To- 


day this tract with its farmhouse 
at the site near Little Haplds dis- 
plays a marker which carries this 
statement: "This tablet marks the 
landed estates of Eleazar Williams, 
who served in the United States 
Army in the War of 1812 and who 
was reputed to be Louis XVH, Dau- 
phin of France. This tract of land 
extending from little Rapids to 
Kaukauna was'deeded by the Me- 


nomine* Indiana to Madeline Jor- 
dain, a 
x- daughter of the tribe and 


wife of-Eleazar Williams". 


Williams set the valley agog with 


his announcement in 1853 that he 
was the ill-fated son of Marie An- 
toinette and Louis XVI who, instead 
of being killed as ordered, had been 
spirited to America. It is true that 
Williams entertained distinguished 
visitors who came from France to 
see him on a secret matter of ap- 
parently great importance, 
that 
these visitors were, obviously of the 
class in power during "the reign of 
Louis XVI and treated Williams 
with the honors usually due to none 
but royalty and that the whole af- 
fair was given the atmosphere of 
political mystery. 


. 
Keaenbted T*e Bowbon* 


He bore a striking resemblance to 


the unfortunate Bourbons 
and, 


though he died penniless in 1838, 
perhaps was Louis XVn, no doubt 
happier living and dying as he did 
in the Fox river valley than among 
the tragedies of the French kings. 
tip the river a few miles above 


Kaukauna is the present thriving 
town of Little Chute, called La Pe- 
tite Chute by the French and by a 
Menominee Indian word which 


means 'causeway' which describes 
the river at this point With this lo- 
cality is associated the missionary 
efforts of the Rev. Father Vanden 
Broek, of the Order of St. Dominic, 
who came here from Holland in 
1834. Many of the people now living 
in the valley are descended from 
the early Dutch who came from 
tune to time to be members of the 
parish which Father Vanden Broek 
developed in the wilderness. 


Father 
Vanden Brock's 
first 


church was constructed of bark by 
a Menominee Indian woman. It was 
six feet high, 15 feet long and about 
10 feet wide. Here he also lived for 
six months while with the help of 
the Indians he erected a log church 
twice the size of the bark one but 
like it, with a bark roof, made an al- 
tar of a split log and brought thith- 
er the sacred vessels which had 
survived the burning of St. Fran- 
cis Zavier Mission at DePere. The 
vessels were buried safely by the, 
priests who were forced to flee for 
their lives because of the hostility of 
the Fox Indians in 1671. 


The split log did not have to serve 


long as an altar, for in 1838 a 
French-Canadian carpenter and car- 
riage maker, Antoine Mosseau ar- 
rived. He went to work to make a 
suitable altar and tabernacle of the 
beautiful white pine 
obtainable 
thereabouts. 
These lovely pieces 


were painted white and decorated 
with gold and served until 
the 


death of the hardy Dutch mission- 
ary in 1851. Soon a new church was 


built and these cherished article* 
became the 
property of -' Mrs. 


Ephraim St. Louis, daughter of An- 
toine Mosseau. 
Her son, Mantis, 


went into'the priesthood and built 
his first missionary church at what 
is now Phlox a few miles from the 
northwestern border of the Menom- 
inee Indian Reservation. 


Attar Still at BJ 
Here the tabernacle and altar 


were reinstated and here the taber- 
nacle still remains while the altar 
went with Father St Louis when 
he was transferred to Green Bay. 
The altar passed through the hands 
of other relatives and now rests in 
the Church of the Holy Cross at 
Kaukauna. Before this quaint little 
altar have knelt Indians and voyag- 
uers, pioneers and settlers, many of 
whom have traveled great distances 
to worship before it It is a symbol 
of the zeal and devotion and' suf- 
fering that brought the cross to the 
Fox river valley. 


Father Vanden Broek was called 


The St Paul of the Wesf because 
he was 'all things to all men* from 
the most primitive Indian to the 
most affluent settler. It was he who 
introduced the Corpus Christi Pro- 
cession and festival among the an- 
cestors of the Menominee Indians 
who celebrate Corpus Christi in the 
same way on their reservation at 
Keshena Mission today. 
Another historic spot of religious 
significance is site of first Metho- 
dist church between Lake Michigan

Laziness usually is regarded as a 


dbfrace, the bulletin states. It im- 
(Ue» that'the guilty person is slug- 
fian, indolent and indifferent and 
also that in some way he could, if 
h« would, be equal to his problems 
and face facts. The lazy man or 
woman in a community seldom re- 
ceives any sympathy, nor is any 
serious effort made to explain his 
condition. The same attitudes were 
once reflected in the school, but to- 
day in the up-to-date school an at- 
tempt is made to explain indolence 


in the light of modern hygiene and 
psychology. 


The lazy child is often a sick 


'child. Those who have made a sci- 
entific study of childhood 
have 


found that many children "who ap- 
pear lazy are actually suffering 
from some physical disability which 
in turn causes lack of energy. Of 
course, when a child does not have 
i reserve supply of energy left after 
his physiologic needs, he cannot be 
expected to be vivacious and ener- 
getic. • 


"Scientists have found that the 


body generates every day'about 3,- 
400 foot pounds of energy through 
the food we digest and the air we 
breathe," the bulletin continues. "Of 


this'2440 pound* are used each day 
in maintaining the haat of the body, 
and only MO pounds, or roughly1 one 
sixth of the totaX is left for carry* 
ing oncmental and muscular.pro- 
cesses..-Our capacity-.for activity, 
play and work is therefore limited. 
Of course, we may conserve much 
ol our margin by sleep and rest,' but 
even then the supply may be-lack- 
ing. This may be due to a poorly 
balanced diet and too little food. 


"Traits of laiiima in children 


may be caused by diseased adenoids 
and tonsils, frequent colds and ane- 
mias. With such physical handicaps, 
the body's machine refuses to func- 
tion as it should, and it is necessary, 
therefore, that health, habits and 
physical defects be investigated at 
once. The child whose health habits 
are good and whose diet is well bal- 
anced is not lazy, but on the con- 
trary, enjoys life and usually brings 
home a satisfactory report card 
from school."

FOX GROWS WHITE 


WINTER COAT 


The Arctic fox is a widely known 


animal of the north frigid zone.. It 
goes through color changes each 
year. 
In the' summer its coat is 


brown or gray above, with white 
hair on lower parts of its body. In 
winter the brown or gray hair turns 
to white. 


The changes fit with the seasons. 


In the summer the animal hunts its 
food in meadows, where it can find 
field mice. In winter, when there is 
snow and ice all about, its white 
coat matches with Nature. 


An arctic fox in winter coat. 
There are times when Arctic fox- 


es cannot obtain enough '•game," 
and at such times they grow bold 
enough to go near places' -where 
people are living. Eskimos complain 
of these foxes coming to their homes 
to steal food they have saved for 
the' winter. 


An Arctic explorer was awakened 


one day when he felt an animal 
gnawing at one of his 
sealskin 


boots. It was an Arctic fox! 
The 


same explorer reported that another 
Arctic fox ran into camp one day 
and tried to pull meat right out of 
his hands. 


Such stories give us an idea of 


the fight for food north of the Arc- 
tic Circle. It is a fight more fierce 
than what goes on in parts of the 
earth where Nature gives a better 
supply. 


Musk-oxen graze on the moss, 


grass and other plant life in the 
Arctic lands. Their bodies are cov- 
ered with long, thick, dark brown 
hair, and their heads are armed 
with horns. 
The chief animal enemy of the 


musk-ox is th^ Arctic wolf. 
If a 


pack of wolves can corner a musk- 
ox. the big animal is doomed. For 
this reason, 
musk-oxen usually 


travel about in herds, and ' the 
wolves do not dare to attack them. 
The king of Arctic animals, at 
least of those which spend much 
time out of water, is the polar bear. 
It has white or cream-colored fur, 
and the color does not change -with 
the seasons. 
Polar bears seldom attack other 
animals.3 Their food is made up 
mainly of fish and seals. 
They 


move about freely on ice floating 
in the sea, and are such expert 
swimmers that they can travel long 
distances through the water, from 
floating ice to the land.
